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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: an aspiration port, without the claiming of an 
aspiration source or suction source, is merely claiming a port which has the capability of providing aspiration therethrough. Port 70 could 
easily provide suction therethrough if a suction source were attached to the proximal end of the lumen 33. Tsugita discloses that aspiration 
ports cn be provided distal of the balloon and which would need to communicate with lumen 33. therefore, it would seem that when suction 
were applied to aspiration ports distal to the balloon, that aspiration would also be applied to port 70. additionally, as the examiner detailed 
in the last action, the proximal-most aspiration port located distally of the balloon would still be at a position proximal of the filter when the 
filter were pushed distally to a position where it is almost completely out of the lumen 33. in either of these configurations, the claim 
limitations are met by Tsugita. the modification of Tsugita with the teachings of Rosenbluth need not destroy the Tsugita reference 
because a 103 modification is not a bodily incorporation of one reference into another. One skilled in the art would have been able to 
modify the Tsugita catheter to include a quick-exchange distal guidewire lumen and still allow for transport through the lumen 33 of various 
other treatment catheters or devices by either making the holes 266 large enough to receive these other instruments, or by making it like 
Rosenbluth fig. 3e. in this configuration, since the two distal ends are coextensive and would fluidly communicate with each other via open 
space distal to the catheter, the limitations are also met.. 
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
